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Councils 
take fire 
cuts case 
to court 


SEVEN London councils - including 
Greenwich - have moved forward in 
their fight to stop planned cuts to 
London’s fire service. 

The royal borough joined the other local 
authorities in submitting a j oint application 
for a judicial review at the Royal Courts of 
Justice last Thursday. 

They want to reverse a decision by 
the Mayor of London, the London Fire 
Commissioner and the London Fire & 
Emergency Planning Authority to make 
cuts which include closing 10 fire stations 
across the capital. 

The councils have also applied for an 
injunction preventing the cuts programme 
from going ahead until the judicial review 
application has been considered. 

The move comes after the Secretary 
of State for Communities and Local 
Government rejected a request by the 
councils to overrule the Mayor’s plans. 

The budget cuts were backed by the 
London Fire & Emergency Planning 
Authority last month, but were only 
approved on the casting vote of the chair, 
after the vote was tied. 

Royal borough council leader Chris 
Roberts said, “We believe we have a strong 
case and that we will succeed in defending 
our communities from these cuts which, if 
they go unchallenged, will make many of 
our residents less safe. 

“We believe the Mayor’s decision is flawed

to stop fire engines from 
being lost.” 

The councils’ legal 
challenge says the cuts 
are unlawful, budget- 
driven and will have a 


serious effect on some 
residents’ lives. Facing 
closure is Woolwich fire 
station along with Belsize 
in Camden, Bow in Tower 
Hamlets, Clerkenwell in 
Islington, Downham in 
Lewisham, Kingsland in 
Hackney, Knightsbridge 
in Kensington and 


Chelsea, Silvertown in 
Newham, Southwark and 
Westminster. 

The capital would also 
lose 14 fire engines along 
with 552 operational posts. 

If the plans were to go 
ahead the fire stations 
would close on January 9 
next year.

OLD McDonald had a farm... and 
now so do pupils at De Lucy Primary 
school. 

They are the only children in the 
borough to have their own farm and their 
animal attraction is inspiring pupils with 
all aspects of their learning. 

What started as a project where children 
supervised eggs and baby chicks has 
turned into a full working farm. 

Headteacher Linda Cohen wanted 
to give pupils something unique and, 
looking out of the window one day three 
years ago, imagined a farm right in the 
middle of the grounds. 

Debbie Woodger, the farm manager, said: 
“We started with the eggs and chickens 
and that led to ducks and a pond, then we 
got the goats and we built this space for 
the animals.” 

The farm has large pens for a Shetland 
pony, two pygmy goats, two kunekune 
pigs and a small pot-belly pig. 

There are smaller pens for chickens, 
rabbits, guinea pigs and hedgehogs and a 
separate pen and pond for ducks. 

“A few of the animals here are rescued, 
we found our newest animal, Chops the 
pot-belly pig, running around Abbey 
Wood and we gave him a loving home. 

“We have also taken baby ducks on 
in the past who need some care and 
attention before we let them back into 
the wild,” added Mrs Woodger. 

The farm has been teaching the 
children very valuable lessons in 
taking responsibility for animals and 
how to behave around animals as well 
as much more. 

Wayne Bushell, aged 9, said: “Every 
year a different year group gets to do 
a farm topic and you get to draw and 
sketch the animals. I drew the pony and 
my favourite animal is the hedgehog.” 

Year 6 pupil Alfie Fowler, aged 10, 
said: “I would like even more animals, 
perhaps a sheep.” Wayne, from Year 5, 
said: “I would like a giraffe or maybe a 
zebra.” 

Mrs Cohen added: “The farm is a very 
important part of our school curriculum, 
and where children throughout the 
school can experience outdoor learning 
that enhances their life experiences. 

“Working closely with the animals helps

social workers, mothers sisters and wives. 
Women contribute to keep this part of the 
city lively and colouful.”

Influenced by music, fashion and trends 
she uses models with different looks, 
moods, fabulous special effects and ending 
with a wonderful wrap shot signifying the 
end of the shoot. 

“More and more people express their 
individuality openly.

possible. We’ve played on a lot of 
Astroturfs, but this is very impressive. 

“After using it for the first time, we 
sat each group of kids down to ask them 
about it. The feedback from them and 
their parents was that it looked very 
professional and fantastic. 

“This is a very lovely surface and we’re 
very privileged to be able to play on it.” 

Describing the pitch as “the best in 
Greenwich”, Priestman added the skill 
levels at his club will improve hugely. 

“You don’t have to worry about the ball 
hobbling when it comes to you, so you 
can concentrate on developing real ball 
skills,” he said. 

“This is something the Football 
Association should be looking at, because 
if football teams across the country could 
play on this type of surface the standard 
of football would rise to a very high 
standard.” 

Indeed, the London FA’s partnership 
investment manager Josie Clifford has 
already taken note. She said: “Greenwich 
has 237 affiliated clubs with 641 teams 


and there is a shortfall of artificial 
grass pitches in the borough, so the 
Coldharbour 3G pitch is welcomed. 

“London FA recognises the value and 
benefit of football turf facilities and we 
were only too happy to promote this 
venue to our clubs.”

A YOUTH football club’s leader 
has hailed Coldharbour Leisure 
Centre’s new third generation 
synthetic playing surface as a 
benchmark for the nation.
